A MOTHER-of-three has 
paid tribute to neighbours 
who helped save the lives of 
her children following a fire 
at their home in Halesowen. 

Catherine Keenan Will¬ 
iams also praised members of 
the community who have 
stepped in to provide chil¬ 
dren’s clothes and raise 
money in the aftermath of the 
fierce fire. 

The 36-year-old said she 
was still living a “nightmare” 
as she relived the moments 
she was helped from her 
home along with her children 
Caitlin, aged five and three- 
year-old Alex. 

Her eldest son Samuel, 
seven, was staying at her 
mother Elizabeth’s house 
nearby when the fire took 
hold at around lam last 
Thursday. 

Catherine and her two chil¬ 
dren were rescued at the 
house in Elizabeth Road by 
neighbours Dave and Josh 
Burford, who are window 
cleaners. Smoke damage has 
left the home uninhabitable 
with insurers still counting 
the costs. 

Catherine said: “The com¬ 
munity have been absolutely 
fantastic and I can’t thank 
them enough for what they 
have done for us all. 

“Dave and Josh were won¬ 
derful and I can’t believe how 
brave they were to help us. I’ll 
always be grateful to them.”

Retirement 
village bid 
submitted 

PLANS for a multi-million pound retire¬ 
ment village on the site of a former sec¬ 
ondary school have been lodged with council 
chiefs. 

Developer Midland Heart wants to build 
the complex, which would have 130 apart¬ 
ments, on land left vacant after Cradley 
High School was demolished two years ago. 

The scheme would offer facilities includ¬ 
ing a gym, social bar, hair salon and com¬ 
puter suite.

The apartments would be available to buy 
or rent as well as shared ownership. 

Plans for a separate development of 11 
private sale houses have also been submit¬ 
ted as part of the application lodged with 
Dudley Council. 

The planning statement says: “All of the 
apartments will be designated to people 
over the age of 55.”

Compensation 

Paul Howard who runs Our Plaice fish 
and chip shop in Dudley Road says he has 
lost around £85,000 since the work started. 
He has now a lodged a claim for compensa¬ 
tion from National Grid. 

“It was a long time to have such disrup¬ 
tion. Our turnover had been up between 
Christmas and Easter and then they 
started the work and our takings dipped. I 
am very pleased the lights have gone now 
and hopefully we can get back to normal,” 
he said. 

The four-way temporary lights had 
remained at the junction of Coombs Road, 
Haden Hill Road, Dudley Road and Fur¬ 
nace Hill after the roads had been 
reopened to finish off the work, but drivers 
have faced delays during rush hour and 
peak traffic times. 

National Grid spokeswoman Jane Tay¬ 
lor said she believed all of the work had 
now been completed. 

She added: “All of the traders have 
received information packs about how to 
apply for compensation for lost trade. 
They are determined on a case by case 
basis.”

TORRENTIAL rain caused floods chaos, 
closing motorways and left a disabled 
woman trapped in her car in Halesowen, 
after being engulfed by a flash flood. 

Two lorries crashed on the M5 on 
Wednesday, spilling diesel across the south¬ 
bound carriageway. The motorway was shut 
completely between junction one for West 
Bromwich and two for Oldbury causing rush 
hour delays in and around Halesowen 

Water from a blocked storm drain is 
believed to have caused the 3ft deep flood in 
Hawne Lane, Halesowen, at Corngreaves 


Bridge, next to the swollen River Stour, at 
about 7.15am. As fire crews came to the res¬ 
cue, a disabled woman, thought to be in her 
late 50s and walking with sticks, was pulled 
from her Vauxhall Astra by her son. A man 
following in a Vauxhall Vectra managed to 
scramble free from his car and wade out of 
the rising water, which blocked the road. 

Neither motorist was injured. Firefight¬ 
ers from Brierley Hill and Cradley Heath 
taped off the flooded area and waited for 
nearly two hours for Dudley and Sandwell 
Councils to erect “road closed” signs. 


Christinas

But chairman of Hale¬ 
sowen Chamber of Trade 
Steve Fitzpatrick has 
objected, fearing it will take 
trade away from the shops. 

Steve Evans, of Bescott 
Promotions, has applied to 
Dudley Council for permis¬ 
sion to hold the event. 

He said: “Lots of other 
towns are introducing 
Christmas markets to help 
bring more people into the 
town centres and I think it 
would be good to do this in 
Halesowen. It would help 
the market traders and the 
townspeople.” 

Halesowen’s street mar¬ 
ket runs every second, 
fourth and fifth Saturday of 
the month. 

In a report going before 
Dudley Council’s licensing 
committee on November 27, 
it says Mr Evans is applying 
to vary the terms of his 
street traders permit to 
allow him to run the one-off 
Christmas event. 

But Mr Fitzpatrick said 
the chamber of trade was 
concerned about the affect 
on trade in the town centre 
as they would have to com¬ 
pete with the market during 
the busy shopping period. 

“We feel with the way 
trading is in town centres 
throughout the country that 
having a market in the town 
would take trade away from 
the town’s shops.

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Grass cutting hit in council savings 


WORK to cut grass banks, trees and 
hedges over the next year will be 
“prioritised” as Dudley Council 
makes £470,000 of savings. 

But the council’s highways chief 
has insisted the borough’s green 
spaces will not become overgrown as 
part of the £22 million programme 
of cutbacks. 

The authority is reducing spend¬ 
ing on the upkeep of hedges, verges 
and trees - sparking fears the bor¬ 


ough will end up littered with 
unkempt patches of land. 

It comes after an outcry was 
caused two years ago when the 
authority stopped cutting steep 
grass banks to save £30,000 - but 
told residents they could not do the 
work themselves due to health and 
safety fears. 

Residents in Wordsley living along 
the main A491 into Stourbridge 
started a campaign - but a nearby 


pub ended up paying for it to be cut 
regularly. Residents were furious 
when it emerged that the authority 
was continuing to cut grass on 30 
banks outside council homes, using 
money from a different budget to 
the one that was slashed. 

In February, the highways chief at 
the time, Patrick Harley, said grass 
banks across the borough would be 
cut once again this year. 

But since then a Labour council 


has been voted in - and its latest 
budget plans have left residents 
unsure of which areas will be judged 
as “priorities”. 

Highways chief councillor Judy 
Foster said: “We will prioritise the 
areas most in need. The grass banks 
that are more at risk of attracting 
litter will be a priority. Also, when 
safety is an issue, in particular if 
grass is blocking the view of traffic, 
that will be prioritised.” 


Poor records could have 
put care patients at risk 


POOR record keeping by staff at a Dudley 
care home could have put residents at risk, a 
health watchdog has found. 

The Grange Hill House Residential Home, Halesowen, 
was found to be failing in standards of quality and man¬ 
agement following an unannounced inspection by the 
- Care Quality Commission. 


Factory in 
court after 
worker, 58, 
is crushed 

A STEEL factory in Brierley 
Hill has been taken to court 
charged with breaching 
health and safety regulations 
after a worker was killed 
when an overhead crane 
crushed him against a pillar. 

Wilfred Williams, aged 58, 
died as he worked 14ft above 
ound to repair a gantry at 
Brown and Sons in Ped- 
more Road in May 2011. 

The firm appeared at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for the first time last 
week to face two charges 
after the Health and Safety 
Executive launched court 
proceedings against them. C 
Brown and Sons is accused 
of breaching the Health and 
Safety at Work Act. 

The firm is accused of con¬ 
travening the Work at 
Height Regulations 2005 by 
failing “to ensure that where 
work was carried out at 
height, suitable and suffi¬ 
cient measures were taken to 
prevent, so far as is reason¬ 
ably practicable, any person 
falling a distance liable to 
cause personal injury.” 

HSE spokeswoman Helen 
Clarke confirmed the case 
had been committed to 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court until December 19. 

A verdict of accidental 
death was recorded on Mr 
Williams. 


The commission said 
care plans for residents 
were available, but claimed 
they were lacking impor¬ 
tant information, such as 
directions on treatment. 

Staff were also found to 
have not been monitoring 
the amount of drink a resi¬ 
dent had consumed over a 
24-hour period and a food 
chart for one person over a 
six-day period was blank. 

The report said: “We 
found assessments, care 
plans and risk assessments 
were available for the two 
people whose care we 
tracked. However, some of 
the care plans lacked 
important information.” 

Protected 

It continued: “This 
meant people were not pro¬ 
tected from the risk of 
receiving inappropriate 
care and treatment.” 

During the inspection, 
the care home, in Broms- 
grove Road, Hunnington, 
was also found to not be 
storing residents’ records 
securely. The home offers 
care and accommodation 
for up to 38 people with 
varying disabilities. It 
passed all other areas 
assessed by the commis¬ 
sion in September. 

Tony Billingham director 
of Carlton Care Group 
which owns the home, said: 
“We fully recognise the 
observations of the Care 
Quality Commission 
inspectors report and 
remedial measures were 
taken within 24 hours of 
notification being issued to 
us.”

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Budget is 
to decide 
loos’fates 

A FINAL decision on which 
public toilets in Dudley will 
be reopened will be made 
once the authority’s budget 
has been approved next 
March. 

It emerged last month 
that toilets that were contro¬ 
versially shut under cut¬ 
backs could be put back in 
use following a public outcry. 

Dudley Council said last 
year that the eight toilet 
blocks in shopping centres 
had become outdated, often 
targeted by vandals and 
were under-used. 

But the authority has now 
agreed to carry out a review 
to see if any could be rein¬ 
stated. And where the blocks 
cannot be reopened, bosses 
could ask local businesses to 
let customers use toilets. 

Councillor Judy Foster 
revealed the authority was 
looking to open “at least 
two” toilet blocks and had 
received requests from the 
public. 

She added: “We can’t 
make any firm commit¬ 
ments yet and I can’t say 
what toilets we are looking 
at until the budget has been 
approved early next year.” 

Sites which went last 
summer included The Cross, 
Kingswinford and Cottage 
Street, Brierley Hill, Flood 
Street in Dudley and Hale¬ 
sowen Road in Netherton.

Three are found guilty of killing father, 54 




THREE men have been found guilty 
of the unlawful killing of a father-of- 
three who died after suffering 155 
injuries in a three-day ordeal. 

Paramjit Johal, Inderjit Dhesi 
and Paramjit Singh had all denied 
the manslaughter of Balbir Singh, 
who was found dead in a dingy flat 
in Tividale earlier this year. 

But after a seven-week trial at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court a jury 
found the three responsible. 

Johal, aged 50, of Baldwin Close 
in Tividale, Inderjit Dhesi, 31 of 
Brades Road in Oldbury, and 


Paramjit Singh, 46, of Wallace Park 
Road in Kent, will be sentenced on 
December 14. 

During the trial the court heard 
how Balbir had been repeatedly 
beaten and humiliated during a 
three-day ordeal. This followed a 
fall-out between the 54-year-old and 
the defendants. 

His beard and moustache were 
shaved, his turban had been 
removed and he had suffered bruis¬ 
ing and fractured ribs. Balbir’s body 
was discovered at his home in 
Baldwin Close on March 5 after 


Johal phoned emergency services. 
He told the operator a person who 
was drunk had fallen over and died. 

Giving evidence during the trial, 
Johal said he lied to emergency serv¬ 
ices because he was trying to protect 
his nephew, Dhesi. 

He said Paramjit Singh was angry 
with Balbir Singh for having to pay 
his £20 debt to a shopkeeper. He told 
the court he tried to resuscitate 
Balbir using techniques he had seen 
on television. 

The court also heard evidence 
from Mr Singh’s widow, Parminder 


Kaur Kandola, who lived in India 
while Balbir sent money home. She 
said the last time she heard her 
husband’s voice he was being tor¬ 
tured. Det Sgt Mick Griffiths, from 
the Force CID, investigated Balbir’s 
death. Following the verdict, he 
said: “What led to the sustained vio¬ 
lence has never truly been con¬ 
firmed, but thankfully those 
responsible have finally been found 
guilty of this terrible crime.” Johal, 
Dhesi and Singh were originally 
charged with murder but the jury 
returned a not guilty verdict on this.

Man jailed for sword 
attack on ex after row 


A MAN has been jailed for attacking his ex-girl¬ 
friend with a sword when their drunken New 
Year’s Eve celebrations ended in violence. 


Wayne Cooper had been drinking with his then partner at 
her Brier ley Hill home to see-in 2012 when a heated row 
broke out and he slashed her 
across the face with a 
weapon he had grabbed from 
the hallway. 

The 51-year-old victim 
suffered a fractured eye 
socket and needed plastic 
surgery. Cooper, aged 50, 
from Birchills, then went 
into hiding. However, he was 
found by police in Walsall six 
months after the attack. 

He was jailed for five years 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court after admitting griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. 

Superintendent Clare 
Cowley said: “This was an 
extreme case but the build 
up to it, a scenario where 
excess alcohol leads to an 
argument and assault, typi¬ 
fies many domestic abuse 
incidents over the Christ¬ 
mas and New Year period.” 

West Midlands Police said 
Cooper began rowing with 
his ex-girlfriend following a 
family dispute which came 
to a head on New Year’s Eve. 

His victim left to go to bed 
just after midnight and was 
on the phone when Cooper 
barged in, snatched the 
handset and swung the 
sword down across the side 
of her face. He fled the home, 
in his ex’s car, and left her 
locked in the house.

AN illicit vodka still was set up to 
make thousands of litres of illegal 
booze that was potentially dan¬ 
gerous if drunk, a court was told. 

A raid found 12,000 litres of fake Arctic 
Ice vodka at the still, which would have been 
sold at £45 a case, producing a potential 
profit of up to £137,000. 

Three Black Country men have admitted 
the attempted evasion of excise duty at 
Birmingham Crown Court. 

The court heard the still cost around 
£45,000 to set up in an industrial unit at 
Brewery Street, Aston, Birmingham. 

It was shut down by Revenue and 
Customs investigators two weeks after the 
rental agreement on the premises had been 
signed, prosecutor Mr Daniel White said. 

He added: “It had all the equipment 
needed to produce and bottle Arctic Ice 
vodka. There were 12,000 litres of illegally 
produced vodka on which £137,000 duty 
would have been evaded. It was not suitable 
for human consumption.” 

Michael Woodlock arrived at the premises 
in his Mercedes with Gavin Berrow and Alex 
Rollason as the still was being raided on July 
19 last year, the court heard. 

Woodlock, aged 52, from from Greswold 
Street, West Bromwich, admitted being paid 
£400 a week to find a suitable site for the 
still, set it up and organise paperwork, the 
court heard. Berrow, 42, of Amblecote Road, 
Brierley Hill, had been paid £200 a time to 
deliver equipment while Rollason, aged 19, 
from Halesowen Road, Old Hill, had been an 
odd job man, the court heard. 

All three were remanded on uncondi¬ 
tional bail until January 18.

Mr Geoffrey Dann, prose¬ 
cuting, said police saw Singh 
driving a black Vauxhall 
Corsa, at 12.40pm on Sep¬ 
tember 28. 

He said: “In front of the 
Corsa was was a vehicle 
moving at 30mph, all of a 
sudden the Corsa went to 
the inside lane and under¬ 
took the car. It was going at 
51mph.” He said the police 
then turned their lights on, 
but he accelerated down 
Mucklow Hill. Mr Dann 
said: “A bus was leaving a

End of the war brought 
boom in council housing 


The second of two articles exploring the 
history of council housing in the Black 
Country 

THE first thing many think of when 
they hear the words ‘council estate’ is 
high rise flats. 

But as we saw in the first half of our 
story, there were more than 50 years of 
municipal house building before tower 
blocks went up in the Black Country - and 
much of this is still standing. 

The end of the Second World War saw 
another boom in council housing in 
England. But there were questions over 
the particular approach taken during the 
earlier growth of social housing. 

In the 1940s there was a desire to 
produce better-designed estates than 
before. The so-called cottage estates of 
the 1920s and 30s had been criticised for 
being drab and repetitious. They were 
also thought to have added to a loss of 
community spirit in the transfer from 
tightly-knit neighbourhoods of Victorian 
town centre courts and terraces. 

One result was the attempt in some

places - Bilston for example - to design 
estates that would allow communities to 
flourish. The 1940s plan for Stowlawn 
with groups of houses each clustered 
around a green was part of this. 

There was also new pressure to stop the 
encroachment into the countryside. But 
in the Black Country this certainly did not 
mean the growth of the conurbation was 
finished. 

Reality 

In fact, the post-war period saw the con¬ 
struction of what is the largest council 
estate on the edge of rural Staffordshire. 
Opened in 1955, Ashmore Park was in 
Wednesfield but it was actually created as 
‘overspill’ for Wolverhampton. It is 
claimed to have been the biggest council 
estate in Europe at the time. 

But during the 1950s under a new Con¬ 
servative government dreams of garden 
suburbs and higher quality public housing 


started to fall by the wayside. Although the 
Stowlawn plan became a reality, by the 
1960s the greens were built on owing to 
pressure for more homes in less space. 
More generally, the governments of the 
1950s were anxious to encourage quantity 
over quality and also granted new subsi¬ 
dies for high rise flats. 

Flats had been introduced into the Black 
Country by 1950, but by the early 60s they 
had become higher, and a mainstay of the 
house-building programme. 

Huge clusters of tower blocks grew up in 
several Black Country towns such as on 
Windmill Lane in Smethwick, Paddock 
Lane in Walsall, Heath Town in Wolver¬ 
hampton, and perhaps the largest, near the 
Delph locks in Brierley Hill. 

There are no figures for the total 
number of tower blocks in the Black 
Country but they may have numbered 200. 
Many survive but huge numbers have also 
been demolished - in Sandwell for example 
it is as many as half of the total stock.

A LONG-standing series of com¬ 
munity meetings labelled irrele¬ 
vant and out-of-date by 
councillors has come to an end in 
the Dudley borough. 

Councillors have welcomed the move to 
ditch the current system of five area com¬ 
mittees. Their remarks came as just two 
members of the public arrived for the final 
area committee meeting held in the 
borough. 

The meetings are being replaced by less 
formal neighbourhood forums from next 
February to encourage more members of the 
public to attend. 

A recent Brierley Hill area committee was 
the final meeting of its kind to be held by 
Dudley Council following their introduction 
around 14 years ago. 

But dwindling attendances and criticism 
of their formality forced councillors to 
rethink the meetings. Under the proposals, 
meetings will be held with fewer councillors 
and no written agendas in neighbour com¬ 
munity centres or venues. 

Presently up to 18 councillors from an 
area can attend meetings with only 30 
minutes scheduled for the public to raise 
issues or concerns. 

However, councillors have drawn up pro¬ 
posals to allow people to drive the agenda of 
the new forums to get their views heard. 

Councillor Dave Tyler has led the review 
and said the recent area committee proved 
the final nail in the coffin for the format. 

“There have been no public speakers at 
this meeting - this shows how irrelevant 
they have become as there are only two 
members of the public here,” he said.

SIX people have been banned 
from Merry Hill shopping centre 
as part of a new clamp down on 
suspected troublemakers and 
shoplifters. 

A few weeks into the “one strike and you 
are out” policy at the centre, the six shop¬ 
pers have been given bans ranging from 
three months to a year. 

They were caught on head-cams used by 
police and security teams and include a 23- 
year-old man from Bilston excluded for 12 
months and a 20-year-old woman from 
Wolverhampton banned for six months. 

Both were suspected of thefts. 

The initiative was set up by town police 
and the Business Crime Partnership and 
will run throughout the festive period and 
into the New Year. 

It aims to tackle shoplifting, thefts from 
shoppers, cheque or card fraud, assaults 
against business employees, alcohol related 
violence and anti-social behaviour to create 
a safer environment for shoppers. 

The head-cams have been funded by 
Dudley’s Safe and Sound Community Safety 
Partnership. 

They will continue to assist officers on 
additional policing activities in and around 
the centre. The policy came into force on 
November 1. 

Sgt Andy Springthorpe said: “We will be 
increasing patrols on the run up to Christ¬ 
mas and sharing information about offend¬ 
ers with security and shops in the centre. 

“A no-tolerance approach will be used by 
the team of officers and security staff to 
ensure that the Merry Hill Centre continues 
to be a low crime area.” He added the 
cameras would offer an extra pair of eyes.

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Closed down pub set to 
become One Stop shop 


A CLOSED-down pub on a main route in 
Dudley could be turned into a convenience 
store. 

The Crown Inn, Highgate Road, closed 
more than a year ago and has been empty 
ever since. 

But, under the planning application sent 
to Dudley Council, the building will be 
reopened as a One Stop shop. Work has 
already started at the former pub to convert 
it into the retail store. 

In a supporting document to the planning 
application, property consultants Calford- 
seaden said: “The features of the building 
will remain and there will be no alterations 
to the scale of the existing building. 

“The alterations will increase the 
economy in the surrounding area to the 


benefit of the public, due to the nature of the 
business as a convenience store. 

“The only visible changes to Highgate 
Road will be the new shop front and bol¬ 
lards, and a new bin store.” 

The planning application comes only six 
months after a proposal to convert the pub 
into flats and build three new houses was 
approved by Dudley Council. 

But the plans appeared to have been 
ditched in favour of the proposal by One 
Stop Stores. Netherton ward Councillor 
Will Duckworth has welcomed the new plan. 
He said: “There is a clear lack of local shops 
in this area and it should, of course, also 
provide new jobs which is always a bonus.” 

Dudley Council is expected to make a deci¬ 
sion in the New Year. 


College lands giant cash 


Lunch will 
aid hospice 


STOURBRIDGE College has 
won a grant from the Skills 
Funding Agency which will go 
towards a £4 million redevel¬ 
opment project at its main 
campus. 

Bosses want to revamp the Hagley 
Road site and create a Centre of Excel¬ 
lence for students studying courses in 
care, early years and uniformed public 
services. 

They have been successful in secur¬ 
ing an Enhanced Renewal Grant, 
which will be match funded by the 
college. The college is now waiting to 
hear how much cash they will receive. 

It has already created Centres of 
Excellence in creative industries, 


sport, foundation learning, construc¬ 
tion and building services. 

The college has strong links with 
employers offering opportunities for 
work experience and placements, 
employability training, partnerships 
with local clubs and associations and 
some selected trade discounts and 
offers. 

In September the college secured 
£20,000 funding for construction, arts 
and sports courses. The money will pay 
for bursaries for 20 students over the 
next two years. 

It came from the National Express 
Foundation, set up to help disadvan¬ 
taged young people across the region. 

Earlier this year the college revealed 
plans for a £500,000 revamp of the 
Hagley Road campus. But bosses have 


been forced to go back to the drawing 
board after the proposals for the rede¬ 
velopment of the entrance and recep¬ 
tion sparked objections from 
neighbours. 

There were fears the new, modern 
entrance would look out of place with 
older buildings in the area. Principal 
Lynette Cutting said: “We’re delighted 
to have been successful in securing 
additional funding to further improve 
our facilities for students. 

“We are in the process of planning in 
detail how we can create our new 
centre of excellence for care, early 
years and uniformed public services 
utilising our current space and we will 
be consulting with local residents and 
businesses in relation to any changes 
we make to our building structure.”

THRIFTY pupils at a Dudley school have been learning how 
to manage their cash and save for the future by running 
their own bank. 

Youngsters at Stourbridge’s Ridge Primary School have 
taken on the roles of staff helping other children to open 
accounts and completing the paperwork. 

The scheme is run through HSBC bank with staff visiting 
the school in Gregory Road, Wollaston, to interview young¬ 
sters and provide training. Children can open an account 
with £1. The money is held at the HSBC branch in 
Kingswinford where youngsters, accompanied by parents, 
can withdraw money they have invested. 

Older pupils can also get a debit card which, supervised 
by parents, they can use to make purchases online and in 
shops. 

The scheme, called SchoolBank, is run nationwide by the 
HSBC. Headteacher Deb Hudson said the scheme had been 
very successful. “It gives children experience in saving and 
managing their own finances for the future,” she said. 

Safety measures aim

AN accident blackspot in Dudley is to get new safety meas¬ 
ures in a bid to tackle speeding motorists and cut the 
number of crashes. 

Two sets of speed humps will be installed on a stretch in 
Baptist End Road in Netherton. 

Ward councillors and residents had complained to the 
council about the speed of cars travelling along the road and 
were concerned about the safety of children walking to 
school. 

The speed cushions will be installed at a cost of £5,000 
after the scheme was given the go-ahead by Dudley 
Council’s transport and community safety chief Judy 
Foster. 

It has been welcomed by Councillor Qadar Zada, who rep¬ 
resents Netherton. 

He said: “People go up the road quite fast and there have 
been a number of accidents by the White Swan pub. 

“Cars have hit the front of properties and residents are 
becoming quite concerned. 

“I have supported this scheme because I want to make the 
road safe for residents, especially for children who walk 
along the road on their way to school.” 

Councillor Zada added the council was also looking at 
whether any other improvements could be made in the road, 
near the roundabout by the junction with St Peter’s Road.

Police set up a cordon and closed neigh¬ 
bouring roads including a stretch of the 
A449 Worcester Road from the junction 
with the A442. 

Roxel designs and manufactures rocket 
motors for tactical missiles. 

Businesses on the nearby Hoo Farm 
Industrial Estate, off Worcester Road, were 
evacuated and residents in a small number 
of homes on roads neighbouring the site 
were asked to leave. They were able to take 


shelter at Wyre Forest Glades Centre where 
rest centres were set up for people who had 
no where else to go. 

Lee Greenaway, manager at RIS Roof 
Centre on Hoo Farm Industrial Estate said 
police had arrived at 10am and ordered 
everyone to evacuate. 

He said: “Officers arrived and told us to 
get out of the area as quickly as we could. 

“It only took a few minutes for us to get off 
the estate.” 

Owen Southan, 30, who works in the 
warehouse at Protektor UK on the Hoo 
Farm estate said: “We did not know what 
was happening at first. 

“The managers simply told us we had to 
go as quickly as we could and that’s exactly 
what we did.” 

Hereford and Worcester Fire and Rescue 
Service’s Incident Support Unit has been at 
the scene. 


Academy plans attacked 


Man denies 
taxi charges 


A LONG-serving teacher 
spoke passionately against 
plans to turn a secondary 
school into an academy at a 
packed public meeting. 

Paula Roe said staff morale at 
Redhill School, Stourbridge, was low 
because of the controversial propos¬ 
als - which she claimed would be 
detrimental to the school’s future. 

Speaking to about 40 parents, res¬ 
idents and staff at the Duke William 
pub, Coventry Street, Mrs Roe, who 
has taught at the school for 34 years, 
said she did not believe it had any¬ 
thing to gain by becoming an 
academy and the majority of staff 
were against the plans. 

“I believe the teachers at Redhill 
are not opposed to change. They are 


always changing to ensure they are 
teaching in the most appropriate 
ways to ensure every pupil achieves 
their potential and that’s what we 
will continue to do. We do not need to 
become an academy for that,” she 
said. The majority of staff are 
opposed to academy conversion. 

“We haven’t heard a logical case 
for it. We don’t know what we’re 
going to gain from converting to an 
academy,” she added. 

Mrs Roe, president of the National 
Association of Schoolmasters Union 
of Women Teachers, Britain’s 
biggest teaching union, said: “I am 
totally opposed to academies. They 
are detrimental to education. They 
narrow parental choice and remove 
the local authority as the safety net. 

“This outstanding school would be 


removed from the community if 
academy status goes ahead,” she 
said. 

Sue Lowe, who has a daughter in 
Year 11, said: “I’ve joined the cam¬ 
paign because I cannot see what is 
broken at Redhill that needs fixing. 
The school is outstanding and does 
not need to change.” 

At the weekend campaigners held 
a town centre demonstration in their 
battle against the plans while more 
than 400 signatures have been col¬ 
lected on a petition. 

Redhill governor and Stourbridge 
MP Margot James has supported the 
plans to become an academy, while 
headteacher Stephen Dunster says 
that he is committed to “enhancing 
its position as an outstanding non- 
selective school.”

Man admits murdering 
property developer, 57 


A 32-year-old man has admitted 
the murder of a Stourbridge busi¬ 
nessman and property developer 
who was found dead in his flat. 



Paramjit Singh pleaded 
guilty to killing father-of- 
three Richard Sherratt when 
he appeared at Stafford 
Crown Court. 

Singh, from Wilmore 
Road, Perry Barr, Birming¬ 
ham, also admitted robbery 
by taking a watch, wallet and 
bank cards from Mr Sher¬ 
ratt’s Bridgnorth flat follow¬ 
ing the attack on June 14 this 
year. He also pleaded guilty to six charges of 
fraud by using bank and store cards belong¬ 
ing to Mr Sherratt after the robbery. 

Judge Simon Tonking adjourned the case 
for a pre-sentence report to be carried out. 

Singh was remanded in custody and is 
expected to be sentenced in the new year. 

Mr Sherratt was found dead by police in 
his flat on June 14. A post-mortem revealed 
the 57-year-old had died from head injuries. 

Mr Sherratt’s family spoke of their heart¬ 
break after his death and son Joseph, 28, 
who now lives in London, said they were 
finding it difficult to cope with the loss. 

Almost 500 friends and family members 
attended his funeral at St Peter’s Church in 
Kinver. The businessman was a former pres¬ 
ident of Kinver Football Club and also 
enjoyed shooting and fishing. Mr Sherratt, 
who grew up in Kinver, used to run Hyper¬ 
ion Homes and was responsible for numer¬ 
ous property developments in the Black 
Country.

Tale of brothers who 
are young at heart 


J ust a few years ago, Tony and 
Christine Clark were living the 
high life. 

Their parenting days were long 
gone, they had a pleasant ex-pat life 
in Spain and a long and happy 
retirement ahead of them - or so 
they thought. 

As it turned out, the deteriorating 
health of their two sons forced them 
back to the UK. 

The Curious Case of the Clark 
Brothers (Channel 4, 9pm) outlines 
the plight of Matthew, who’s 39, and 
Michael, 42. They suffer from an 
age-defying disease that’s made 
them regress to childhood in front of 
Tony and Christine’s eyes - 
reminiscent of Brad Pitt’s character 
Benjamin Button in the 2008 film. 

Devastating as it is, the two 
brothers were fine until their late 
thirties and had lived completely 
healthy, normal lives. But what they 
didn’t realise was that their brains 
were carrying a deadly psychological 
time bomb; a rare and little-known 
condition called leukodystrophy. 

The condition causes a 
progressive loss of every 


neurological function - speech, 
memory, movement, sight, hearing, 
touch, eating and swallowing - 
meaning they need round-the-clock 
care from Tony and Christine. 

After abandoning their once 
mapped-out life abroad, Tony and 
Christine now live in a cramped one- 
bedroom flat, where they keep a 
constant eye on their ‘boys! 

Having watched both men marry, 
and Matthew become a father, and 
Michael join the RAF, the condition 
is simply heartbreaking for Tony and 
Christine. 

Earlier this year, Tony explained to 
the Daily Mail: ‘There are no words to 
describe how we feel. It’s devastating. 

“Christine and I lay on the sofa 
each night and the tears flow very 
freely. Our biggest fear is that they 
will outlive us and then who will look 
after them?” 

He goes on to explain just what 
day-to-day living is like with the boys. 

“When Matthew wakes up, he is in a 
state of confusion and throws himself 
about. He looks afraid, and says: 
‘Mummy, help me,’?” he explains. 


“Michael is the opposite. He 
wakes up happy and the first thing 
he does is blow a cheeky raspberry 
at us. 

“The boys are unable to dress 
themselves, so we get them ready 
and then we do something to get 
Matthew’s mind focused again, like 
playing a board game. 

“Mealtimes are a bit of a challenge. 
They make a hell of a mess between 
them. It’s very much like feeding two 
toddlers. Michael holds the fork too 
near the prongs and spills it.” 

However, when all is said and 
done, a parent’s love will never falter, 
no matter how different or difficult the 
child. 

“It’s very hard. Seeing what has 
happened to them is so painful for 
us,” Christine explains. “We just want 
to make them as happy as they can 
be. We’re their parents and they 
need us.” 

This fascinating programme 
follows their traumatic everyday 
life as these two devastated 
parents watch their grown-up sons 
become young boys again in adult 
bodies.

ALBION fans enjoyed so many 
wonders at The Hawthorns on Sat¬ 
urday, writes Martin Swain. 

Beating the European Champi¬ 
ons, nestling fourth in the Premier 
League, a brand of football that 
continues to blend delightful craft 
with magnificent defence, deputies 
Boaz Myhill and Gabriel Tamas 
brilliantly stepping out of the 
shadows, Youssouf Mulumbu, 
beautifully-created goals, thinking 
‘Thank God we’ve got Long and 
not Torres’... on and on it went. 

But perhaps nothing ignited The

A FATHER and son have been hon¬ 
oured for not missing a Halesowen 
Town home or away game for 20 years. 

Roger and David Turner have seen
